1921 and represents a bdirthrate 
of 19.1 per 1,000 population, 
which is thrice above that for 
1945 and four above the 1938 
rate. 

Deaths Jn 1946 totalled 401,759.

66 N the Inst five years, I have 
il seen many reports of Com- 
mandos, Chindits, Force 136, 
and various other similar organisa- 
tions, and thought .I had become 
fairly inured to them; but this story 
is greater than anything I have ever 
seen,” sald Admiral Lord Louls 
‘Mountbatten, former Supreme Allied 
Commander fn South-Enat Asia, the 
other day. “I doubt whether his re- 
cord can be cqualled. We did more 
slngle-honded than a whole division 
of the - British Army could have 
achieved.” 


Admiral Mountbatten was spenk- 
Ing of Lieut-Colonel Frederlek Spen- 
cer Chapman, DSO and Bar, of the 
Cameron Highlanders. 


Col Chapman, a Commando 
specialist, achieved some of the most 
Hallant decds of World War II in 
the heart of the Malayan jungle, 
where he spent 42 months organising 
guerilla activity during the Japanese 
occupation. 


During the whole of that perlod 
he Ilved Uke oa natlve among 
Chinese aborigines In conditions of 
extreme hardship, constantly mov- 
{nxzy from hiding place to hiding 
place, and province to province, 
running the most famastic risks

against a ruthless chemy. ‘Many 
of his compantons were captured and 
beheaded: he himself fell three times 
into hostile hands, was wounded 
twice, and he was siriecken wlth 
palais pnedmonia and blaciowater 
‘ever. 


He was completely cut off from 
the western world; the only rumours 
that sceped through were  <Axis- 
inspired and painted the darkest 
Possible picture of the progress of 
the war; and worse even thin the 
physical trials and the ever-lurking 
dangers must have been the fecling 
of utter loneliness. ‘ ‘ 


Col Chapman was alrendy some- 
thing. of a fegendary figure 
before the war. He had been with 
Gino Watkins on two Arctic expedi- 
tions; was a member of a Himalayan 
expedition; travelled to Lhasa, the 
Holy City of Tibet; nnd made the 
first ascent of Chomolhari, a 24,000 
foot peak. His experiences are re- 
corded in four books, 


When war broke out, he ‘joined 
the Cameron Highlanders, wag post- 
ed ta the Sth Battalion, and the 
explorer, mountaineer and ski-expert. 
became a great soldier, too. , 


After, training as a Commando for 
the North European campaign, he 
turned his attention to the Far East, 
August 1941 found him. at Singapore, 
training Australian and UK troops 
in Commando tactics and studying 
certain aspects of guerilla warfare 
in the Malaya States,

This policy was reversed only 
after hastilities had broken out, and 
a number of Chinese and Maloys 
were given some brief instruction.

+ This was only 16 milés,-six of 
which ‘were mountain ¢rack, but it 
took his party 12 days to cut their 
way, through up the sleep, dark-green 
slopes, covered with huge tropical 
trees, groves and thickets of thorn, 
parasitic creepers which formed thick 
hawsers, unwieldy boulders covered 
with treacherous moss, while it raln- 
ed 20 out of 24 hours every day. 


Thelr ommy-guns' caught on 
every creeper and bush, and leeches 
got in everywhero—even through 
putties and bootlace holes, so that

their bodies, leaving open wounds, 

. They had only a minimum of food 
with them, and for the last six days, 
they limited themselves to two 
spoonfuls of oatmeal n day.

They had been so long on. the way 
that the front line was‘olready way 
down to the south, while their 
frlends who had turned up at the 
appointed .time decidéd that plans 
c+had_gone_aowry_and_tried_to_reach - 
Singapore, He Iearned later that 
they had fallen into Jap hands and 
that those who had tried to escape 
had been put to death. There was 
no sign of any supplies, which had 
evidently been looted by the natives, 

It looked-as if the whole’ scheme 
had broken down, but Col Chapman 
and his two  assistants—a: Sapper 
regular and a Ecropeah planter and 
jangle expert—avere not dismaycd. 
They appealed to the Malays to re- 
-turn the explosives at- least, and a 
certain ‘amount was  recovennd 
Chinese in the vicinity provided them 
with food for a fortnight. ° . 


_ The 14 Days. 


HEY were fourteen days that 

shook the Jap. Disguised as In- 
dlans, thelr foces darkened with 
Potassium permanganate, iodine, 
coffee and lamp black, travelling only 
at night, they indulged in an orgy 
of destruction.

Now and again they came: across 
the encmy, scouring the country 
for 200 desperate Diggers.

T thelr new base, they learned

Wedell Sea ond “right at the South 
Pole, at least for a while.” 
. “In connection with the proposed 
South Pole base, Admiral Byrd sald 
the temperature would dip to 100 
degrees below O degreo Farenhelt, 
but.it could be done.
